They were enabled, however, 
to obtain a fairly good description of the 
reckless wheelman as he mounted and rode 
off without so much as turning to see what 
had become of the aged woman in the buggy. 

Mrs. Morton’s ride was a terrible one even 
before its fatal climax. Several times the 
buggy was in the air and at others almost 
upon its side, while the frightened woman 
shrieked *“*‘ Whoa! whoa!” in her futile 
efforte to rein the maddened horse to a 
standstill. Once the hind wheels of the

United States Made 
Public, 


Washington, D. C., July 26.—That Japan 
will continue to oppose the Hawaiian annexa- 
tion treaty is conclusively shown by the 
latest protest of the Japanese #overnment, 
under date of July 10, which is now made 
public for the first time. 

While couched in polite and diplomatic 
language, the protest is sufficiently firm in 
tone to show that Japan will continue to 
wage a diplomatic war, and possibly go 
further, to prevent the consummation of the 
annexation policy. ‘ 

The protest at the concedes the pre- 
dominant influence of ‘the United States in 
Hawali, saying: | 

The imperial government has no hesita- 
tion in admitting the predominant influence 
of the United States in the Hawaiian 181 
ands, In their opinion, however, the very 
fact that such predominance has existed so 
long unquestioned might be urged as a rea- 
son against the disturbance of the status 
quo, more especially as practically the 
whole population of Hawali acknowledge 
the paramount importance of the relations 
of their country with the United States, 
while it is understood that only a small frac- 
tion of their number favor annexation.” 

Continuing the communication, the Japa- 
nese government points to the fact that 
the “policy of colonial expansion among 
EBuropean countries during the decade end- 
ing 1802 resulted in nearly all the island 
groups of the south Pacific passing under 
the sway of various Western powers. The 
annexation of the Hawaiian group, the 
protest says, would doubtiess be the signal 
for the revival of dormant territorial am- 
bition in the Pacific, until the last vestige 
of autonomy would disappear.“ After point- 
ing out that all of Japan's interests lie in 
the south Pacific, and referring to the 
growth of Japan's commerce with Hawaii, 
the vested rights acquired in the islands by 
Japanese citizens, and the provision of the

the Ensetment of Many Laws, 
Passes Away in a Hospital. — 


Mrs. E. P. W. Packard, through whose ef- 
forts many laws have been passed bettering 
the condition. of insane patients throughout 
the United States, is dead. The end came 
at the Hahnemann Hospital after a surgical 
operation. 

Mrs. Packard returned last Monday from 

California, where she had been living for 
the last two years. She was 81 years old, 
having been born in Ware, Mass., in 1816, 
She was the daughter of a Congregational 
minister, After graduating from the Am- 
herst Female Seminary she became pre- 
ceptress of Randolph Academy, Mass., and 
later was Principal of a Brooklyn, N. T., 
high school. In 1839 she was married to 
Theophilus Packard of Shelburne, Mags., 
and came to Manteno, III., where her hus- 
band became pastor of the Presbyterian 
Church. 
It was charged at the time that because 
she differed with the stern Calvinistic doc- 
trine of her husband she was incarcerated 
in the Jacksonville, III., asy'um in 1860, This 
was justified by the State law of those days. 
Mrs. Packard, however, at once sought to | 
free herself. While confined in the asylum 
she wrote three books dealing with the sub- 
ject of the care'and treatment of the insane. 
These volumes had an immense sale. 

She was discharged from Jacksonville 
three years after her incarceration, but later 


her to a private asylum in Massachusetis. 
She got word to friends in Kankakee, how- 
ever, and was accorded a trial there in 
1864. They jury declared the woman sane 
and she was released from her husband's 
custody. 

From the sale of her books Mrs, Packard 
secured thousands of dollars and spent 
much of it in her later work. Thirty-four 
bills were introduced by her in as many 
States in fhe interest of the insane, and 
these laws were enacted. They allowed u- 
sane persons a trial by jury and also allowed 
inmates of an asylum to communicate with 
friends outside. 

Mrs. Packard’s husband died in Kankakee 
eight years ago. She left five children, one 
of them being Samuel Packard, an attorney 
of this city. 

The funeral will take place this morning at 
11 o'clock from Mrs. Packard's late resi- 
dence, 3250 Prairie avenue. Interment at

They see 
at last, after a long period of discouragement 
and inactivity an era of prosperity at last 
opening before them. | 

The new rates are described as sufficient 
to diminish very greatly at least the alleged 
undervaluations in hosiery; and the linen 
schedule is said to be ample to permit the 
business to be built up and make a good mar- 
gin of profit at the same time. 

The hoslery industry, represented prin- 
cipally by the Lawrence Manufacturing com- 
pany, but also by the Lowell Hosiery, Shaw 
Hosiery, and Pickering Knitting companies, 
has met a flerce competition with foreign 
goods, notwithstanding their importation at 
low valuations and their appearance on re- 
tail counters at very low prices. All the 
Lowell hosiery mills have continued in oper- 
ation most of the time. All but the Pick- 
ering establishment have, in fact, been con- 
tinuously in operation, and that one has been 
running recently. Prices, it is said, have 
fallen, but still the product of these Lowell 
mills has, as a whole, kept its place despite 
the competition, and in some instances lines 
of Lowell-made goods have held their own 
at higher prices than the imported goods by 
torce of superiority inmantfacture. .

CICERO PASSES RETALIATION TAX LAW. 
Town Board Acts and President Trail 


On"y Awaits the Enforcement 
of Chicago's Law. 


Cicero’s Town board prepared to even 
with the Chicago Council last bd by 
unanimously passing Trustee H. H. Rear- 
den's duplicate of Mayor Harrison's bicycle 
and vehicle tax ordinance with the words, 
Town of Cicero substituted for City of 
Chicago.“ 

The Cicero ordinance is now in the hands 
of President Tralll of the village board, who 
has promised to sign it the moment a resi- 
dent of the township is assessed under the 
Chicago ordinance. Besides promising to 
sign it the head of the township board also 
has promised to see the ordinance enforced 
if the Cicero town police force of thirty-five 
men has to.be doubled. 

The ordinance was adopted by the board 
without a word of dissent, and the trustees 
fairly bolled over with indignation when 
they talked of the indignity that was to be 
thrust upon them by the Chicago vehicle tax. 
According to the_members of the board 500 
bicycles and vehicles are pedaled and driven 
into Cicero from Chicago to every one from 
Cicero into Chicago, and they are of the 
opinion that Chicago will get the worst end 
of the tax. |

The commander of the Salvation Army 
returned yesterday from a trip through the 
Southwest, during which he has looked upa 
rite for a colony. He is enthusiastic over 
the reception of his project by the people 
of the section. where he has been, and has 
come back with the firm idea that it is 
practicable. 

The plan is to furnish small farms of five 
or ten acres at a rental of from $1 to 2 a 
week, which would be sufficient to pay the 
incerest on the loan and apply something 
on the principal also.

On Feb. 19, 1896, it is 
alleged, Krasa came to Schintz with the 
money he had borrowed, and was given a 
release of the mortgage and trust deed, the 
release duly recorded, although 
Schintz had not at the time the papers in 
his possession. Of all this Schultz has been 
kept in ignorance. The interest on the loan 
was paid by Schintz. But now Schultz finds 
he has the papers for a mortgage which the 
records show was released more than a year 
ago; and, on the other hand, Krass finds he 
has spent his $4,500 for a release t may. 
prove worthless. 

Another case was brought to the attention 
of the State’s Attorney yesterday. Theo- 
dore Siva complained he had obtained a loan 
of $2,000 from Schintz on a note, which still 
has another year torun.

A prominent English tobacco buyer of an 
Anglo-German firm, returning by rail yes- 
terday after a fortnight’s sojourn in the 
Pinar del Rio district, tells a shocking 
story of frightful distress along the line of 
the Western railway. Large numbers of 
pacifices, fleeing from the famine-stricken 
country, crowded the track. From the 
car window between Pinar del Rio City and 
Havana he counted 300 dead bodies on the 
embankments and in the grass near the line, 
with flocks of vultures hovering over. The 
pestilential odors arising from the decaying 
corpses along the route were absolutely un- 
bearable. 

As the train sped through, starving women 
waved their arms, imploring the engineer 
to pick them up. Many were so weak after 
the train passed they fell from exhaustion. 
The country is an absolute aste. The 
starved inhabitants just press on until un- 
able to proceed further, then lay down and 
die. The mortality in that province is ter- 

‘rible. The official list shows 91,000 deaths 
there alone this year. 

A delegate from the United States Con- 
sulate General visited Artemesia yesterday 
and was enabled to see the effect of Weyler’s 
inhuman methods. The town before the war

PLUCKY AMERICAN SWIMMER RE- 
CEIVES MANY ATTENTIONS, 


Has Completely Recovered from the 
Effects of His Sensational Attempt 
te Swim the English Channel—His 
Feat Fairly Equal to That of Webb 
—McNally Describes His Own Saf- 
_ferings and Experiences in the 
Water.

London, July 26.—Peter Menauy, the 
American swimmer who yesterday made 
the sensational ‘Attempt to swim the Eng- 
lish Channel, being hauled aboard a boat 
against his own wishes, after having been 
over fifteen hours in the water, and when 
within three miles of the French coast, has 
recovered from the Ill effects of his terrible 
trip, and is in fine condition today.

McNally left the Admiralty Pier, 
Dover, at 11:20 on Saturday morning and at 
2:8) in the morning of Sunday was within 
three miles of Cape Gris Nez, France, hav- 
ing been in the water fifteen hours and ten 
minutes. At this place the tide, which had 
all along been in the swimmer’s favor, now 
turned against him, and rushing from the 
direction of Calais Harbor, accompanied by 
a choppy head sea, would have carried him 
further out to sea had not his friends in the 
boat dragged him aboard, he resisting with 
his little remaining strength. . 

At the time he was taken aboard his suf - 
ferings had become terrible. The water, 
which at the time of starting had been 64° 
Fahrenheit, had now dropped to 52°. A 
choppy sea was lashing the struggling swim- 
mer’s face, his tongue had become sv swol- 
len that urticulation was impossibic, and 
frequently he would be seized with cramps 
in the neck, arms, or shoulders, the pain of 
which must have been terrible. Yet still ho 
swam doggedly on. The passage from the 
nose into the mouth had become raw and 
inflamed, making breathing extremely dif- 
ficult. He was also troubled with frequent 
attacks of nausea, but never a suggestion 
of desiring help did he give. 

MeNally’s Terrible Sufferings. 

At 2:30 a. m. the worst affliction cf all the 
sufferings of this terrible journey descended 
upon him in the shape of delirium and blind- 
ness. He n to lose all knowledge of 
direction, d lashing the water in his en- 
deavor to hasten, only swam round in a cir- 
cle. Cramps and nausea became more fre- 
quent, and as it was manifestly impossible 
for him, even were he fresh and strong, to 
swim ashore tn the face of the terrible tide, 


interfered, and after considerable force had 
been exerted McNally was at length dragged 
into the boat in a state of complete ex- 
hauetion. He remained conscious for a few 
minutes and then fainted. He waa quickly 
rubbed down, and sweaters and blankets be- 
ing placed round him soon revived. He, 
however, was in a terribly weak state. The

WHALLY TELLS HIS EXPERIENCE, 


Placky Swimmer Describes His Sensa- 
sions While Struggling in the 
Water—Tide Against Him. 


{SPECIAL CABLE BY PETER S. M’NALLY.] 

Calais, July 26.—[Copyright, 1897, by W. R. 
Hearst. —“ For several years I have had the 
channel swim in view and on two or three 
occasions I began preparations to carry ow 
the project. For various reasons I was un- 
able to arrange matters, and so for several 
years my attempt to swim the straits of 
Dover was postponed. 

Last summer I made two long swims in 
America, which at the time were considered 
as phenomenal. One was from Haverhill 
tu Newburyport, Mass., on the Merrimac 
River, a distance of eighteen miles, which I 
accomplished on the 2d of July, making the 
distance in six hours and thirty-five min- 
utes. The success of this swim gave me 
reputation and earned me many friends and 
admirers. — 

“Tt was after this swim that my friends 
took a strong interest in me and began to 
prevail upon me to attempt to cross tie 
channel between Dover, England, and 
Calais, France. The encouragement I re- 
ceived on all sides was sufficient to induce 
me to give it a trial, and so I made prepara- 
tions for the trip. 5 

„ sailed from Boston, together with my 
trainer, Charles W. Brown, on the 22d of 
May, arriving in Liverpool on the 2d of June. 

“After becoming somewhat acclimated 
to the weather of Great Britain, I indulged 
in severe training, and fitted myself for the 
test. I went to Dover on the 18th of this 
month and there studied the tides and cur- 


detalls which it was necessary I should 
have a knowledge of. I swam daily for an 
hour or two, and on two occasions swam 
distances of six miles and upward. 

“On Saturday morning I started out on one 
of my practice swims, having no intention 
whatever at the start of trying to accom- 
plish the swim between Dover and Calais. 
I was accompanied, in a boat. by Captain 
Henry Bingham, a channel pilot, who had 
as an assistant William Saunders of Dover, 
and by Charles W. Brown, my trainer; Jo- 
seph Cheevers, the proprietor of a music 
hall at Dover, and Alex McDonald, a re- 


rter. ; 
a Started at 11 O’Clock. 

I started about 11 o’clock in the morning. 
We pushed off in the sailing lugger, the Sea 
Lark, and rowed over to the head of the 
Admiralty pier. In the meantime I had re- 
ceived a thorough rubbing-down in oll, and 
while I felt prepared to swim a long dis- 
tance, I had no idea that I would be able 
to score as I did. 

„At 11:20 o' clock. in the presence of sev- 
eral hundred people on the pier head, I 
plunged overboard and headed for the 
French shore. After traveling several hours 
and feeling strong, and with favorable con- 


ite shore. I failed to reach it, how- 
— and was compelled to relinquish my 
task after thirteen hours of very hard la- 
bor. As all long endurance swims call for 
the exercise of great will, as well as physical 
power and endurance from the elements, I 
naturally suffered a great deal, experiencing 
cramps, violent attacks of nausea, smarting 
eyes, blinded and burned from the moog) 
cold salt water and a hot sun, mase 
ebbs and currents, tired muscles, and 
quent chills, as well as the terribly depress- 
ing monotony which always accompanies a 
long and severe struggle in the sea. 

„Then there were disappointing and d 
piriting circumstances, such as the — 
yorable turning of the tide at a critica 
point, the apparent nearness of the shore 
caused by the brilliant flashings of light 
from lighthouses, which never seemed to 
grow any nearer, notwithstanding persist- 
ent efforts to get closer to them, the dark- 
ness and gloom of night, phosphorescent 
waters which would break startlingly into 
waves of fire, the monotonous swash of 
seas, and the vitality at low point, with am- 
bition strong and scarcely any resources to 
draw from. This was my condition for sev- 
eral hours before I was obliged to stop swim- 
ming and be taken into a boat.

@OTHAM-CHICAGO EXCESS RATE 
MAY BE CHARGED. 


Joint Traffic Association Arbitrators 
May See Their Way Today to Alter 
the Discriminating Rule—If They 
Do Not the Interstate Commerce 
Commission Will Be Asked to De- 
clare the Action legal — Heavy 
Losses to Some of the Roads. 


There is a strong probability that the Joint 
Traffic association arbitrators will change 
the rule requiring an extra charge to be 
made on all trains between Chicago and 
New York, which make the time in less than 
twenty-eight hours. The Chicago east- 
bound roads and especially the strong lines 
have suffered so severely from this dis- 
criminatory rule during the last two or 
three months, that they have concluded a 
change must be made or they will take in- 
dependent action. 

In consequence the Board of Arbitrators 
will hear arguments in New York today for 
an excess fare on all trains between Chicago 
and New York in either direction. 

Some time ago when the question of mak- 
ing an excess charge on trains making the 
run between Chicago and New York was 
raised, the lines doing business through 
Buffalo insisted that such charge should 
also be made between New York and Cin- 
cinnati, St. Louis, and Missouri River ter- 
ritory. The board, consisting of J. F. God- 
dard, Vice President of the United States 
Garret A. Hobart, and E. F. Leonard, de- 
cided, however, that such burden should 
not de fixed upon trains running through 
that territory, and for that reason the lines 
running to New York, via Buffalo and Niag- 
ara Falis, declined to make an excess charge 
except between New York and Chicago. 

Want Enutire Question Taken Up. 

The reopening of the question at the 
| request of the General Passenger 
Agent of the Erie, raises some points which 
lines, making faster runs with some of 


their trains than twenty-eight hours, de- 


cline to consider, unless the whole question 
of excess fares is taken up. This the Board 
of Arbitrators decline to do, on the ground 
that its consideration should go over until 
the fall schedules are made.

Engineer Randolph and Major 


Marshall, Says the Chicago Stream E 


Will Furnish $300,000 Cubic Feet, 
While the Drainage Ditch will 


Absorb 600,000 — Two Ways rad 


Remedy the Defect. 


Drainage Trustee Braden advanced an en- 


gineering reason yesterday why the Drain- 
age board should enlarge the Chicago River 
to a much greater degree than its present 
plans contemplate, in which he was sus- 
tained by Chief Engineer Randolph of the 
board and Major Marshall, in charge of the 
general government's work at this point. 


That reason, briefly stated, is that while 


under the present plans the capacity of the 
river will be only 300,000 cubic feet of water 
a minute, the canal into which it will low 
will be able to accommodate 600,000 cubic 
feet. Consequently, unless the water is 


forced through the river at a rate of speed 
which would be dangerous to navigation 
there will be practically no current in the 
larger canal, and, in the words of 3 


Marshall, that body of water will de 


placid lake.“ 
There is no doubt,” said Trustee Braden, 


and President Kelly of the drainage trustees, 


who was present at the interview, agreed 
with him, “that we will have to furnish 
more water to the canal than can flow 
through the river. The only question for 
us to.decide is whether we shall get it by 
widening and deepening the river or by dig- 


a cut-off by way of the Calumet. That 
be 


ave not gone into yet.“ 
= Kelly Outlines the Situation. 
“ So far as purifying the water in the river 


is concerned,” said President Kelly, I have 
not the least doubt that the flow of 300,000 
cubic feet provided for in the drainage act 
will amply accomplish that. The fact re- 


mains, however, that the capacity of the 


canal is 600,000 feet, and it may prove neces- 
gary to supply much more than 300,000 cubic 
feet a minute to it to keep the water there 
moving. How much more is a matter for the 


engineers and perhaps experience to de- 
termine. 
Now, as to the improvement of the river 


by the Drainage board, that is a big matter, 


and none of us would care to decide it ina 


hurry. We would like to know what the 


public thinks of it before even discussing 


it. As to raising the money by special as- 
sessment, it looks now as if it would have to 
be doue that way, if at all. 


“To spread a special assessment of this 


character would involve a great many ques- 
tions, some of a legal character, and doubt- 
less some litigation would result. It is dif- 
ficult to say offhand what property would 
be benefited and what damaged, although 


there is some land, like that on which the 
Farwell store is situated, or the railroad 


property across the river, which we would 


have to pay a good round price for. Still, 
this would be offset by the benefit to a great 


deal of dock property which is now prac- 
tically valueless. All that, however, is a 


matter which it is useless to discuss now. 
The main point is whether the board should 
undertake the work, and that it cannot de- 
cide without a great deal of care and de- 
liberation. It should, however, settle it be- 
fore it starts to put into execution its pres- 


‘ent plans for increasing the capacity of the 


river.” 
Eckhart Favors Harbor Idea. 


Trustee Eckhart was also unwilling to 
come to an offhand decision in the matter. 

“It is a question of a great deal of impor- 
tance, he said, and must be considered 
carefully. We are all, I think, in favor of 
making the Chicago River the harbor it 
ought to be, but how far the drainage 
trustees would be justified in going in the 
matter can only be determined after care- 
ful deliberation and some knowledge as to 
what the public desires us to do.“ 

Smyth Suggests a Conference. 

Trustee Smyth said he thought it would 

be well for the city authorities to confer 


with the Drainage board on the subject. 
“If we were to undertake the work,“ he 


said, it would be necessary for the city to 


help, as it would have to remove a good 
many obstructions itself in the way of 
changing bridges and altering the tunnels.

Views ot Engineer Randolph. 

aan ot the probable flow through the 
canal under the present plans of the board, 
Chief Engineer Randolph said: 

„The capacity of the canal—that is to say, 
the part cut through the rock, where we had 
to do all the work at once, will be 600,000 
cubic feet a minute, or perhaps a little more. 
That of the part of the canal dug in the 
earth is less, but it can easily be enlarged 
at any time by dredging. The river, how- 
ever, which will supply the water to the ca- 
nal, will only carry 300,000 cubic feet a min- 
ute, with the current of a mile and a half 


an hour, which we are now calculating on. 


We could carry more water by increasing 
the current, but that would be dangerous 
to navigation. This current of a mile and a 
half an hour in the river will, we estimate, 
give us a flow of about three-quarters ofa 
mile in the bigger canal.“ 

Three-quarters of a mile an hour comes 
pretty near being stagnant water, and Tun 
TRIBUNE reporter asked: 

Would not that mean the precipitation 
of all solid matter in the water to the bot- 
tom of the canal?“ 

Tes, we expect a great deal of precipita- 
tion with this slow current, and will have 
to arrange for constant dredging of the 
canal to keep it from filling up.” 


é Marshall for More Water. 


Major Marshall, however, who is credited 
with more practical experience with the im- 
provement and care of running streams than 
any other engineer in Chicago, said posi- 
tively it would be necessary for the trustees 
to provide much more water for the canal 
than their present plans contemplate. 

„Otherwise,“ as he expressed it, it will 
be a placid lake.’’ 

Inasmuch as it is agreed on all hands more 
water must be furnished, the question asked 
by the marine interests is why not get it 
by widening and deepening the river, when 
there is no question that the necessary 
money can be raised by special assessment? 

Corporation Counsel Thornton yesterday 
pointed out a case which bears directly on 
this manner of raising money for river Im- 
provements. 

Thornton Sure of His View. 

“In the case of the drainage trustees,” he 
said, there is no doubt that they have the 
power to spread a special assessment, as it 
is specifically given them in the law creating 
their office. I feel sure, however, the city 
has the same right, and will direct, in the 
case of the Diversey avenue bridge, where 
the river has to be widened or the bridge 
comes down, that the cost of widening the 
river be assessed against the property bene- 
fited. It is a direct benefit, and there is no 
— * why the property should not. pay 

or it. 


It is difficult to say just what rights and 


duties the city has in the matter of im- 


Proving the river. Where the obstructions 


are of its own creation it is undoubtedly 
bound to remove them, but in other cases the 
right of the general government may come 
in to interfere.”

time. Not a word of complaint that any- 
thing was missing has been heard by me 
until now, after thre expiration of more than 
three months. During those three months 
of Mr. Devme's administration records, 
books, and papers may have disappeared. 
He should know. NO friend of mine has 
ever been requested or authorized by me to 
ask Mr. Devine to say nothing of my offi- 


‘Clal record. He is invited to exploit it fully. 


Every dollar was expended through a 
voucher, showing the purpose for which it 
was drawn, and these vouchers are now on 
file in the office of the City Controller, who 
keeps the books for the city. 

On Jan. 1, 1897, when my last annual re- 
port to the City Council was made, $9,625.74 
of my $30,000 contingent fund, and $3,028.81 
of my salary fund were returned te the 
city unexpended. My purpose in office was 
economy and to promptly dispose of the 
ever increasing volume of business at as low 
a figure as possible. 

During Mr. Devine’s administration, from 
April 15, 1897, to date, the records of the 
Cireuit and Superior Courts show that the 
judgments against the City of Chicago in 
forty-six cases under Mr. Devine's care 
were $75,525, or $1,640 per case. When it is 
considered that there are very few cases 
in which no recovery was had against the 
city it is evident that the average for each 
case is necessarily very high. 

The statement that I had twelve trial 
attorneys is ridiculous. The pay rolls on 
file in the Controller's office show that I had 
two trial lawyers in the office. The pay 
rolis also show that the present City Attor- 
ney is permitting no vacancies, and has al- 
teady obtained from the City Council an 
additional employé. 

I decline to enter into any controversy 
with Mr. Devine as to his individual prow- 
ess. The reports to the City Council, the 
vouchers in the Controller's office, and the 
dockets of the courts can be inspected by any 
citizen. By comparison with recent admin- 
istrations of the office, the cost in each case 
during my administration was reduced by 
50 per cent and the business was disposed of 
almost as rapidly as it accumulated. How- 
ever, I concede that comparisons of this 
kind are not conclusive of efficiency. 

I shall be pleased if Mr. Devine can in his 
administration further reduce the expenses 


and obligations of the city. |

IRON INDUSTRY AWAITING REVIVALS 
IN OTHER LINES. 


Business at Almost a Standstill During 


the Last Week, Owing to a Contin- 
uance of the Coal Strike and to Dull 


_ Summer Demand for Ore Prodacts— | 


Passage of Tariff Bill Ends Uncer- 
tainty, and Future Outlook In 
More Encouraging. 


The shortage in fuel supplies on the one 
hand and the end of the tariff uncertainty 
on the other have been the conflicting 
features in the iron trade during the week: 
past. The coal strike has put manu- 
facturers to great inconvenience and has 
caused some of the iron works to shut down. 
In the Chicago district factories are still 
generally well supplied with coal, although 
two of the bar mills were compelled to shut 
down because of inability to secure suf- 
ficient coal with which to operate their 
furnaces. Unless the strike continues for 
some weeks, it is not expected that the 
coal famine well develop to proportions suf- 
ficiently serious to cause a general inopera- 
tion in iron works. The settlement of tariff 
disagreement in conference and speedy sign- 
ing of the bill by the President have re- 
moved all uncertainties on that score 
and given both buyers and sellers surer 
data on which to base their contracts, A 
quiet market in every branch was the gen- 
eral result of more or less waiting con- 
ditions in the trade. But when fummer 
dullness is over dealers are expecting an 
unusual business for fall demand. The 
favorable status of bank clearings, the 
crop prospects and car shortage in 
the West, the liquidation of mortgages, 
rise in the price of cereals, and other favor- 


‘able signs in the agricultural ang business 


world are expected to have a sympathetic 
influence on the iron trade. There has been 
a slight decrease in blast furnace produc- 
tion, but manufacture has attained such a 
maximum of economy that it is expected 
only a trifiing upturn in prices will cause

am CHARACTER. 


Rawson Gardiner 
Has Produced a Highly Jadicious 
on “Cromwell's Place in 
History "—Robert F. Horton's “ Oli- 
ver Cromwell” Smacks of the Re- 
Mgious Advocate—M. Berthelot's 
French Work, “ Science et Morale.” 


lightened or on the 
whole a more ju- 
dicious and instruct- 
ive character study 
than that presented 
by Samuel Rawson 
Gardiner, lecturer in 
English history at 
Oxford, in the Six 
lectures collectively 
entitled “Crom- 
well’s Place in His- 
tory.“ (Longmans). 
Alike in historic dis- 
cernment, in method 
of treatment, and in 
style, the work is 
thoroughly admirable. In answer to the ques- 
tion as to Cromwell's place in history the 


author says: 
it may freely be admitted that his efforts 


basis came to nothing, without thinking 
any the worse of the war for making the 
attempt. It is beginning to be realized that 
many, if not all of the experiments of the 
eommonwealth were but premature antici- 
pations of the legislation of the nineteenth 
——— and it is also beginning to be real- 
ted that whatever may be our opinion of 
some of Cromwell's isolated actions, he 
stands forth as the typical Englishman of 
the modern world. That he will be more than 
that is not to be expected. It is as an Eng- 
lishman that his fame has grown up, since 
the publication of Carilyle’s monumental 
work, and it is as an Englishman that he 
must be judged. 

“With Cromwell's memory it has fared 
as with ourselves. Royalists painted him 
as a devil, Carlyle painted him as the 
masterful saint who suited his peculiar 
Volhalla. It is time for us to regard him 
as he really was, with all his physical and 
moral audacity, with all his tenderness and 
spiritual yearnings, in the world of action 
what Shakspeare was in the world of 
thought, the greatest because the most 
typical Englishman of all time. This, in 
the most enduring sense, is Cromwell's 
place in history. He stands there, not to 
be implicitly followed as a model, but to 
hold up a mirror to ourselves, wherein 
may see alike our weakness and our 
strength.” 

Notwithstaiding the two centuries which 
°separate Cromwell from Queen Victoria, it 
would be an interesting and historic study, 


one prepared the way for and made possible 
the — 


The Rev. Dr. Robert F. Horton in “ Oliver 
Cromwell: A Study in Personal Religion,” 
has done the student of English history 
kindly service in setting forth what 
terms “a maligned hero” in a new light. 
The new—the religious—light is the only ex- 
cuse he offers for presenting the neatly 
printed biography just — — by Thomas 
Whittaker. As might be expected, there 
is a flavor of the church and a smack of the 
religious advogate in the volume—the author 
says in his dedication to the young free 
churchmen of England that he would 
readily lay down his life to think that they 
had read and assimilated his little book— 
but the pages are free from the rhetoric 
of the professed eulogist and are too simply 
and sensibly written not to be pleasant and 

fitable reading. Mr. Horton believes 
with Carlyle that the memory of Cromwell 
has a good many centuries torun. But he 
contends that the central idea destined to 
live is not so much that of Cromwell the 
soldier and statesman, but that of Crom- 
well the passionate exponent of the Puritan 
creed. His work is therefore avowedly a 
religious supplement to the works of Car- 
le, Professor Gardiner, and Frederic Har- 
rison. The spirit of the entire book may be 
gleaned from the closing sentence: And 
at least she (England) must in simple 
gratitude admit that the best things she 
today enjoys, the dearest liberties and the 
brightest hopes, she owes to that sternly 
tender workman of God, Oliver Cromwell.” 

Through Brentano’s there comes a thick 
wolume of essays in French entitled, 
„ Science et Morale,’ by M. Berthelot. The 
author is a member of the French Senate, 
and is a distinguished chemist besides. His 
intellectual activity seems undiminished in 
his old age, and his scientifie enthusiasm 
even exceeds that of most younger men. 
M. Berthelot belongs to a period that has 
nearly passed, at least on this side of the 


science were in direct antagonism to the 
religious opinions of the day. The present 
tendency is toward a recognition of the 
limits of science, and the man of science, if 
an agnostic, is more inclined to adinit pos- 
sibilities unknown to his philosophy than 
was the case some years ago. 
The opening chapters of M. Berthelot’s 
volume are strongly tinged with the odium 
anti-theologicum,” and the effect is a need- 
lessly jarring note. But the author is an 
enthusiast for the truth as he sees it, and 
his faith in his own science of chemistry, 
and in the future of science generally, is 
almost without limits. 
In his concluding chapter this French Bel- 
lamy .gives.an imaginative forecast of the 
year 2000, when, -eccording to him, chemis- 
try will have su ed agriculture in food 
production, when/the internal heat of the 
globe will be on tap, and, with all the solar 
heat collected d concentrated, will do 
everybody’s work for him and equalize the 
weather everywhere. The earth, no longer 
disfigured with‘ factories and other utili- 
tarian necessities, will become one vast 


in the abundance and joy of the lexendary 
age.
